In 1776, Withering learned from 
an old woman in Shropshire, Eng­ 
land, that fox glove was good for 
dropsy. 
He began trying it, ob­ 
serving its effects. 
He discovered 
that digitalis had a special effect 
on the heart. 
His ex act words 
were that it had “a power over the 
motion of the heart to a degree 
;yct unobserved in any other medi­ 
cine, and thi.s power may be con- 
. verted to salutary ends.”

The value of digitalis was so 
¡apparent and .so definite, as far 
as concerned its ability to slow 
the motion of the heart and give 
it added strength, that there was 
little gain in our k nowledge of the i
